On ihc nifiht of Slat July, 1991, two robbers armed with 
Bhujailis (sharp edged wca^ns), and knives entered the 
house of Shri JJinod Kumar Sahoo, jxjsideni of v illage Ganjodi, 
District Dhcnkanal, and siole gold onuaments, n radio, and 
cash amounting to Rs. 1500. The inmiates raiisi^ an alarm, on 
hearing which about 150 poraons of the neighbourhood gather¬ 
ed and surrounded the house of Shri Sahoo, but none dared 
enter, in the face of the orimiinails ithreal to hurl bombs ai 
them. 

JDn the ooumc of tiheir retreat, the robbei’S assauJited a num¬ 
ber of villagers. On seeing this, Shri Ugrasen Sahoo, Assw- 
taet Teacher, and i resident of the villagic, eidiibiiting exemp¬ 
lary courage single handedly, made a diar-ng and valiant effoit 
to overpower the robbers. UusEortunately, while doing «o he 
wia 3 repeatedhy stabbed on Ms abdomen and back by one of 
the robbers. Shri Sahoo succumbed to the in}urics on bis 
way to the Kamakhya City Hospital. 

This bravo effort by Shri Ugnamsen Sahoo htdiped in the 
lidentiiicatiOn, and subsequent apprehension of the robbers. 
Shri Ugransen Sahoo sacrificed his life in a valiant effort to 
apprehend the criminaLs, 

2. 4456979 Sepoy Satnam Singh, (Posthumous) 

1 Sikh Light Infamry. 

(Effective date of the award ; 13 March, 1992) 

At 6.50, on the mormog of the 13th March 1992 during 
cordon and search operations launched in area of Kakrali, 
Punjab. Sepoy Satnam Singh and his comrades encoun.cred 
a group of SIX terrorists firing from AK-47 rifles, near a 
mbewen. The combing party immediately engaged them, and 
returned the Are. The terror.sts then attempted to escape 
towards nearby sugar cane field. On seeing this, unmindful 
of his personal safety, Sepoy Stauam Singh chased the fleeing 
terrorists. In the ensuing fire one of the terrorists was killed 
on the spot. In this encounter he wais injured by the terro¬ 
rist’s fire, though bleeding profusely. Sepoy Satnam Singh 
continued the chase when he came face to face with tlie ierro" 
list’s leader, self styled Lieutenianl General Jamail Singh of 
KhaliiSjan Liberation Force, whom he shot dead. This gallanl 
soldier then lobbed a grenade which injured some of the 
escaping terroriisLs. However, at that very moment he recei¬ 
ved another buniit of fire on his head, which killed him instan¬ 
tly, in this operation Sepoy Satnam Singh and his comrades 
inflicted five casualitits on the terrorists. 

In the performance of his duty, Sepoy Saitnam Singh dis¬ 
played exemplary gallantry and made the supreme saoriflee 
of his life. 


3. 298830B S^y Ram Swiaroop Gujai', (Posthumous) 
27 Rajput Regiment. 

(Effective date of the award : l^rd September, 1992) 

At about one^thirty tin the aftennoon of the 23rd Septemb^^, 
1992 during the cordon and search operation of a village in 
District BaramuRa, Jammu and Kashmir Sqpoy Ram Swairoop 
Guiar, along with his other comrades, gave chase to a fleeing 
terroriat, who had broken the cordon, and surrounded him in 
a paddy field. Suddenly the terrorist pulled out a grenade. 
Seeing this. Sepoy Ram Swiatoop Gujar. showing greait pre¬ 
sence of roind, swiftly sprung upon the terrorist, preventing 
him from being able to lob the grenade. Unfortunately the 
grenade exploded, killing Sepoy Ram Swiaroop Gujar on the 
spot. 


Sepoy Ram Swaroop Gujar, thus di^ayed conspicuoufi 
g^antry courage aod devotion to duty tin flawing the Uvei of 
his oomrodcs at the cost of hda own. 


4. 3383731 T^nce Niaik Jaigjit Singh. (Posthumous) 
2 Sikh Regiimcnt. 

(Effective date of the award : ^rd October^ 1992) 

On the afternoon of the 3rd October, 1992, at aibouit 3 PM, 
Lance Naifc Jagjjt Singh, was on a seek and apprehend patrol 
agaiamst iterrorists in the general area of a village in Budgam 
Sector in Jammu and Kashmir, when he noticed that three 
anti-national elemcnta were running towiards the nearby paddy 
fields. UnmiindfaJ of his personal safety, ho sprang fmm 
h-S moviog vehicle and ran in hot pursuit. He apprehended 
one of them who was later idenjlified as Guilzar Ahmed Malik, 
adiias Gul Pahalwian, a hardcore Pakistan trained terrorist, and 
the chief of Ihe ‘Al-Mujahidicen’ group. 

Jjater the saom© evening, at labouit 5.30 PM, on the basis of 
infonuation and identiflention by the apprehended miilfiiant, 
Lanac Nmk Jagjlt Singh chasied anouher dreaded terrorist. 
Seeing this, the oriminal started firing indiscrimi.nateliy and had 
himself in a thick field of maize. Jn the ensuing encounter 
both Lanoc Naik Jafflit Singh as well as the terrorist were 
wounded. Although fatally wounded, Lance Niaik Jagjit Sin^ 
continued lirmg. The terrorist was eventually killed by the 
other members of the paiU’ol in the con^iniuing the fire, A 
loaded AK-56 assault rifle, with ammunition 'as also grenade, 
\vere recovered from his body. 

In this d'ifirplay of indomitable counage and dediioation to 
duty Lance Naik Jagjit Singh, made the supreme sacrifice.

On the 3rd November, 1992 ,at about seven ,in the morning 
on receiving infoimation of an encounter with terrorists. Naib 
Subedar Biaidcv Raj of 17 Jammu and Kashmir Rifles, deploy¬ 
ed in Naugam Sector in Jammu and Kasthmir, was ordered to 
lake a reinforcemint party to the site of the encounter. 
There was only one poss bic approach route to the edtc, on 
which an earlier group had suffered two oasualiities, these of 
a Junior Coniimjsrioned Officer who was killed and a Non- 
Commissioned Officer who was severely wounded. Despite 
Ihe it'remendous odds, Nlaib Subedar Baldev Raj^ unmindful of 
hi'S personal safety, deeded to adopt 'Ihi® 'treacherous path, 
atongwith iwo Other Ranks, and managed to dose in on the 
terrorists. Jn the ensuing encounter he shot deaul a terrorist 
before himself succumbing ito a shot fired ail him from point 
blank range by the terrorissi. Even while breathing hi« 
tbs brave Junior CommiLssioned Officer mantaged to continue 
firinig at the terroidats, injiuring one of ^he^m gravely. 

Niai'b Subedar Baldev Raj fougHit with unparalleled courage, 
and undaunted by exitreme danger to his own life. 


6, 2481169 S«^y Gurlej Singh Gill, (Posthumous) 
15 Punjab Regliiienit. 

(Effective date of iie award , 31st January, 1993) 

On the 31st January, 1993, during cordon and seaiTch opera¬ 
tions oonduoted in Duligund village of Jammu and Kiashmir, 
Sepoy Gurtej Singh Gill and his fellow Jawans came under 
the fire of terroniiits hiding in the village. Unmindipul of 
hiis personal safety, this young soldier ran into the village and 
apprehended a terrorist after a scuffic. 

On the basis of 'the information given by the apprehended 
terrorist, the troops started moving towards their hideout 
when the iorroml resumed intense firing. Displaying exemp¬ 
lary courage Sepoy Gurtej Singh GUI entered the hideout amd 
neutralised fheir fire by lobbing grenades. 
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Later in tbft same operation, he volunteered to a^prohend 
amother notorioiis ‘terrorist, and started orawlinig towards him. 
The ooriKered crini'nial, realLsing that his escape route was 
about lit) be out off, opened fire aiod injured the youing Sepoy 
on his leg, and started to Dc^itc the injury. Sepoy 

Gurtej &in^ Gill continued the persuit of the terrorist, and 
felled him. In the process this youog and fearless soldter 
wiafl once again hit by militant fire, which resulted in his own 
dealh. 

Displaying conspicuous bravery indomitable spirt and exem- 
pliaxy devotion to duty. Sepoy Ourtej Singh Gill m>ade the 
supreme sacrifice. 

7. 2874977 Naik Singh Tomai, {Po:^i(iufnvtti>) 

RajpuLana Rifles. 

(Effective date of the award : 9th April, 1993) 

On the 9Lh April, 1993, on receiving definite inforiniaiijon on 
a terrorists hideout in village Pohar of Budgam region in 
Jiammu and Kajfhmir, a search and cordon operaitlon was 
under taken by the personnel of 11 Ra>putiana Rifles. The 
village was approached from four different directions by 
rifle companicA, and the commando platoon of the Battalion. 
At about (two in the afternoon the commando platoon came 
under intense fire from the tcrrorisits, which was imimediately 
retaliated by Naik Niawiah Singh Tomar, a team leader in 
the platoon, On oibservinc that -a group of terror.sta were 
attempting to break out or the cordon, be ordiered his team 
to lake (another poai'tion to prevemt the break out. Unmind¬ 
ful of his personal safety, and under heaA^y fire, Naik Nawab 
Shugh Tonmar shot dead a terrorist. Ifl the process, however, 
he wiaa hit by a bullet fired by tbe terroriat on h.s right arm. 
The terrorists who were despeialc to escape fired indii scrim in a- 
tedy and started mnniing. Once again the brave soldier chased 
the terrorists and despite being hit by a voUicy of bullets in 
the abdomen, he charged and fii’ed at the terroiiists killing 
two of them on the spot. 

Niaik Nnwab Sin§ih Tonnar, thus fought with indomitable 
ooviraige and dcdicaitaon, and unfliinchingly made the supreme 
saioriflce. 

8. 2589308 'N'aik V Kann'alan Kennady, {Post humous) 

23 Madras Regiment. 

(Effcolive dlatc of the awaid : lOlh Apnl, 1993) 

On lOlh Apiil, 1993, a patrol of the 25 Madras Battalion 
which was deployed in Jammu and Kashmir along the Line 
of Oontiol in d High Altitude Area discovered a tra/il left 
by anti-national elements, leading from the Line of OontroJ 
towards the Kashmir Valley. In order to jotejCqpt and block 
them. Naik V Kannalan Keniiady, alongwiit'h two Other 
(Ranks, rushed to the lop of Shamshabari Range with his 
Light Miachinc Gun. On reaoh'ng the top he found two anli- 
natiional elements running Towards him. He opened fire, 
killing one of them on ithe spot. The other turned back and 
ran out of sight. Nfaik V Kannalian Kennady then gave chase 
but while doing j?o was engaged by the remiaining terrorists 
who had taken pos'lion further back dong ithe ridw. Naik 
V Kajnnialan Kenrwady wias wounded on the leg, and idl down. 
Dcapite has severe wound, Niaik Keinniady cominued to return 
fire. When he ran out of aimmuiiitiion he piclted tbe AK- 
56 rifle of one of the torroxists and kept on firing until his 
fellow soldiers surrounded the terrorLsts. In the ensuing on- 
counter seven more terrorists were killed and a large quantity 
of arms and ammunition was recovered. 

.Duriiug tjhi's encounter, contiinuinig to fight with indomitable 
ooum^ and grit, N'aik V Kannalian Kennady, was again injur¬ 
ed, this time fatally. 


9. JC-169280 Siibedtar Rewel Singh, 

4 Jiammii and Kashmir .Rifles. 

(Effective date of the award ; 3rd Miay, 1993) 

On the 3rd May, 1993, at about 0900 houjis, on the Trach 
Ch£)s—Stung Tiuing road as a part of Umted Nations Transi- 
lionaj Authority in Gambodra, the loading vehicle of the 
patrol in which Siibedaf Tlewrt Sin^ was seated was subjected 


lo a heavy Volume of MUomatic fire. A rocket lioundhed bv 
the National Army of Democratic Kampuchea. (NADK) 
guerrillas hit the fuel tank of the vehicle (and the lank explo¬ 
ded. Subedar Rcwcl Singh received grievous bullet injuries 
on 'both his hand's, while the driver, who was also hit dumped 
over the steering wheel. 


Subedar Rcwcl Sin^jh unmindful of the serious injuries to 
his hands, ordered hjs men to return the fire, and in a 
remarkable displiay of courage, .nspite of the hail of bullets 
and leaping flames he dragged the driver out of the burning 
vehicle. I’hc action of immediiafte rctialiatory Are from the 
vehicle, which had received a direct rocket hit and was be’ng 
subiocted to heavy automatic fire, took the Natioiral Army 
of Democratic Kampuchea (NADK) guerrillas by surpri'se. 
Meanwhile the rest of ‘the patrol lud liIso oMued fire wkh 
Light Machine Gums and 2" M'ortais. Two NADK gubrriHas 
were injured in this action while the rest of the NADK guerri- 
Has, surprised by th'e ferocity of the quick coun-ter-iambus<h, 
tied the scene in a year of operaitions by the United Nal’ons 
Transitional Authoi ity in Cambodia, this was the fir^t instance 
when a NADK ambush was succcsrfully broken. The credit 
for this goes to Subedar Rewel Singh, who <iisplayc(,1 ccxQfl- 
pciious gallantry, exceptional courage arkl outstanding leader¬ 
ship.

However, in the process the battery 
of the aircralt, tell on the e evator and trimmer cables, causing 
a short circuit- The cockpit filed with fumes and the smell 
of burning wires.

Wing Commander Rajendta Krishna Khanna (Retired), 
thus saved the aircraft, and the lives of the trainee Pilot 
as Well ns his own, by his presence of mind, and flying skills. 


2, EJoctor Rajcndra Piasad Mohanty, Bhubancffwar. Orissa,

(Effective dale of the award : Ist Auigu^St, 1989) 

At aiound 8 30 on the evening at the IM August, 1989, 
on hearing the wails of a ^ady, Dr. Rajendra Prasad Mohanty, 
rushed out of ti's house to find some misoroants attacking 
Sbri M M Ralh, and his wife, Shiimati Rashmi Rath. One fo 
the miscreants was trying to molest Shrimati Rath, besides 
trying to rob her at her gold necklace, while the other was 
attacking Sbri Rath with a knife. Tn utter disregard of his 
personal safety. Dr. Mohanty tried to overjpower the mis¬ 
creants, but they staved him fatally in the abdomen. 

Dr. Rajendra Prasad Mohanty, thus, sacrificed his own 
life in his effort to save the life of the couple and, the 
oaodesLy of a married woman. . - 
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3. Shri Mohan Singh, 

Gnrdaspur, Punjab. 

(Effective daito of the award : 23'rd January, 1990J 

While a recital of Shri Guiu Granth Sahib was m pro¬ 
gress in the house of Shri Mohan Singh, at Wadai Vilkgc of 
Gurdaspur District, at about 7.00 PM of the 23rd January, 
1990, four terrorists armed with AK-47 assault rifles enter- 
cd the premises and demanded to be given his licenced shot 
gun. They also threatened to kill his entire family if he 
railed to hand over the gun. Undaunted, Shri Mohan Singh 
refused to hand over his gun, and confronted them spiritedly. 
This led to an exchange of fire between him and terrorists 
lasting about fifteen minutes. One of the terrorists bullets 
damageti a barrel of Shri Mohan Sink’s double barelJed 
gun, but he continued firing at them with the other barrel, 
and succeeded in injuring to one of them. In the cross 
fire, his young son Hardip Singh, was kUled, He still re¬ 
fused to lose heart and fought on bravely till the terrorists 
fled. 

Shri Mohan Singh, thus, showed ^eat courage and pre¬ 
sence of mind in fighting the terrorists, and succeeded in 
saving the lives of the many guests and family members pre¬ 
sent. 


4. Shri Kasinatih Mohajpatra, {Posthumous) 

Cuttack, Orissa 

(Effective date of the award: 19th January, 1991)

Guwahati Express. At about a quarter to one in the morn¬ 
ing of 15th June, 1992, the train halted abruptly, and a gang 
of robbers, brandishing pistols, swords and knukaries, de¬ 
manded that Lance Naik Badri Lai open the door. Realising 
the impctiding danger, Lance Naik Badri Lai raised an 
alarm, alerting the other occupants of the bogie. Thereafter 
he grappled with one of the robbers and caught hold of his 
pistol. Unfortunately. Lance Naik Badri lS was shot in 
the abdomen by another robber at point blank range. Dis¬ 
heartened by the courageous resistance put up by Lance Naik 
Badri Lai, the robbers realised the futility of trying to get 
ihc bogie door open, and left. Lance Naik Biadri Lai, cons¬ 
cious of the possibilities of their return, despite bleeding pro- 
fuescly then moved to close the windows, unmindful of his 
injuries. After havin/g done so, he collapsed and was later 
evacuated to the Command Hospital, Calcutta, 


Lance Naik Badri Lai, thus, demonstrated conspicuous 
courage, and exemplary presence of mind, In defence of his 
fellow passengeis. 


7. Shri Mohmed Saltar Sodha, 

Seaman, Custom Division, 

Jamnagar, Gujarat. 

(Effective date of the award : 22nd June 1992). 


On the night of 18th/19th January, 1991. at about one 
in the morning, a gang of about eight to ten dacoits commit¬ 
ted dacoity in a house in Gundilo Village of Cuttack Dis¬ 
trict. They also detonated some bombs. Shri Kasinath 
Mohapatra, and other villagers reached the site, challenged 
the dacoits and grappled with them. In the encounter, thirty- 
eight year old Shn Mohapatra exhibited extraordinary dar¬ 
ing and acted at the risk of his own life. Unfortunately, 
one of the dacoits brutally assaulted him as a result of which 
he received injuries on his head. He was admitted to a 
hospital in Cuttack whore he expired, 

Shri Kasinath Mohapatra, thus, displayed exemplary val¬ 
our and daring in challenging the dacoits.

(Effective date of the award: 15th November, 1991) 

Li. C’ommjfiindci' Sailyendra Sihaiima wm ithe officer in-Oharge 
of the Boiarding Pajity for fire fighting operations off Bombay 
High on 14th November, 1991 on the Vessel MV Zakir 
Hussain. Despite continuous pumping of water by two 
Off-shore Supply Vessels in the vicinity, the fire could not 
be brought under control. Lt. Commander Satyendra Sharma 
led the damage control party on board and assessed that the 
ship constituted a danger to the submerged gas pipe line 
and needed to be shifted from its location. However, further 
action could not be pursued the same day because of fading 
light, and the absence of any power on board. 

On the 15lh November 1991, the Naval Boarding Party led 
by itho officer again boarded the still burning vessel, anJ 
a<isi«ted in anchoring the ship, well dear of the submerged 
gas pipe line. Thereafter the officer led his party in carry¬ 
ing out systematic fire fighting operations, and succeeded 
in bringing it under control. Tne officer also organised and 
led a search of the ship to locate personneJ who may have 
been trapped inside the burning vessel, and recovered the 
bodies ot crew members. 

Lt Commander Satyendra Sharma, NM, thus, displayed 
exemplary courage, determination, and devotion to duty 
throughout the fire fighting operations. 


6. 6371911 Lance Naik Badri Lai, 

Army Service Corps. 

(Effective date of the award: 15th June, 1992) 

X^nce Naik Badri Lai while returning from leave was 
occupying a seat next to the door of a bogie of the Dadar— 


On the 21st Jime^ 1992 a boat of the Customs Depart¬ 
ment on sea patrolling intercepted a Cargo Vessel carrying 
contraband articles. A Customs guard was immediately post¬ 
ed on the vessel. The next day at about midnight of 22nd 
June, 1992 the vessel was set on fire by the tindal as he 
^prehended arrest because he was carrying contraband silver. 
Tlie officers on board had no choice but to hang on to some 
ropes hanging out from the vessel. On seeing the officers on 
guard duty periliously poised on the edge of the vessel 
Mohmed Sattar Sodha who was on board the Customs boat, 
lowered a life boat into the stormy sea and successfully res¬ 
cued five Customs guards from the blazing vessel.

1992 at about 2.30, the road opening 
jarty of 2 Sikh Regiment was returning to its permanent 
ocation at Budgam in Jammu and Kashmir after complet- 
ng its assigned task. Naik Balbir Singh was in the leading

On the 2(Hh July, 1992, cordon and search operations 
were launched so as to apprehend four dreaded terrorists 
hiding in a jowai field in a village in Punjab. During 
the operations Lance Naik Dhian Singh observed that the 

life of an officer was in danger. He immediately left 

his secure position, mshed towards the open field, and 

opened file on the terrorists in order to divert their atten¬ 
tion fiom the officer towards himself, so that the former 
may be saved In the piocess I ance Naik Dhian Singh 
sustained grievous injuries due to the terrorists fire. Un¬ 
daunted he still managed to engage a dreaded criminal, 
and crippled him. While doing so he received a second

Lance Naik Dhian Singh displayed excmnlaiy courage, 
loyalty and devotion to duty.

(Effective date of the award : 2nd August, 1992) 


On the 2nd August, 1992, at two in the afternoon, 
18 Madras, with a platoon of 4 JAK RIF, moved to 
cordon an area near Usman village in Taran Taran district 
of Punjab, where the police was engaged in an encounter 
wth 'the terrorists, who were conccialed In a ditoh screencd 
by thick Sarkanda grass. Lance Naik K. Surendran Nair 
spotted another cemented drain, also covered with Sarkanda. 
He moved stealthily towards this. When he was barely 
5 meters away from his objective, a terrorist opened Are 
and Lance Naik K. Surendran Nair was wounded in the 
stomach. Despite being mortaHv wounded he charged with

Jammu and Kashmir, the iioops of Delta company of 
2 Sikh Regiment came under heavy fire from some 
terrorists trapped inside the two vijlages. While the 
heavy exchange of fuc was going on. Major Raj Kumar, 
alongwith his radio onerator, was moving from place to 
place, uiginff his troops and exercise control on their fire 
At about 5.30 that moinira Maior Rai Kumar noticed 
some movements in the thick foliage neaibv He challeng¬ 
ed the anti-national elements contended in the foliage, 
dem^indinc that thev suncndci The thjce armed tciioiists 
holdimr their AK-56 lifles at the icadv. suddenly charged 
Jowardfi Major R^^i Kumar, and hN ladio on-'rator Major 
Rai Kumar too charged towards the ^nti-national elements, 
letting loose a volley of bullets TbL took the tenoiisls 
hv Humrise, and nil three were killed Three AK-S6, six 
Vn;»trf*7ines, 'ind 135 cnrtndttes were recovered from ihc 
killed icrroiists, 

Tn the action Majoi Raj Kumar, demonstialed conspicuoiis 
nallanliv and undaunted coinaoc in the face of terrorist 
fire 


12. Shri Yudhvir Singh 

13. Shiimati Arti Bala 
Gurdaspur, Punjab 

(Effective date of the award : 11th September, 1992) 

On the 11th SeptcmJber, 1992 at 6.20 in the morning 
two terrorists entered the house of Shri Yudhvir Singh, 
in village Halla, Dds^Iiict Ouirda^pur, Pun)alb 'and demanded 
that his father revolver be surrendeicd On the pretext 
of fetching the revolver, Shri Yudhvir Singh went upstairs 
to the roof of his house and shouted for help. Apprehend¬ 
ing trouble one of the terrorists followed Shri Yudhvir 
Singh to the roof, and fired at him. With great courage 
the baie handed Shri Yudhvir Singh grappled with the 
terrorist, as a result of which the terrorist missed his 
target. He then found a rod lying on the roof, and hit 
the terrorist with it, and succeeded in snatching his pistol 
away. Shrimati Arti Bala, wife of Shri Yudhvir Singh,

24 Rajput Regiment 

(Posthumous) 

(Effective date of the award : 26th September, 1992) 

On the 26th September, 1992, a Brigade level Counter 
Insurgency Operation wajs carried out in District Kupwara 
in Kashmir Valley. When a quick reaction team of 
24 Rajput was approaching a village from the western 
direction it came under heavy fire of automatic weapons and 
Rocket Ptojectlle Gun fire from the ferroriMs. Tlie entire 
action was 'a balited by thK blistering fusillade. Haivildar Ved 
iBrakash. hnwing Ideated tihe sou roe of the fire ass^aulited the 
entrenohed terroriiJt who wtas firing from a do«e range. TTie 
iletTorist aimed his gun and bred a burst on Havildtar Ved 
Prakash, severely iniuring him. In spite of being mortality 
wounded, Havildar Ved Prakash closed on him, and with a 
burst of fire shot him dead. After the encounter the bodies 
of Hlavild'ar Ved Prakash was foimd lying dead on top of his 
dead a^ailant. 

Havildar Ved Prakash, demonstrated exceptional courage 
preat initiative and exemplary fighting spirit

(Effeffcllvc date of the award . Isit OctoheL 1992) 

On the 1st October. 1992, Sepoy Dash rath was part of 
a cordon and ^search operation being conducted by his battalion 
in village Bak'h'atkair in Jammu and Kariimlr. On spotting 
iwo anti-uationri elemcniLs bringing down a heavy and 
uccuraite volley of fire on his party from a noaiby apple 
orchard Sepoy Dashrath, on his own initiaitive chairged alt 
'ihem This so unnerved the terrorists that they abandoned 
tihbii* po^ltiiom leaving behind one of their weapons. At this 
luncluire lanother gioup of terrorists retaliated on Sepoy 
Daishrafh, woundiinitr him in chest, and caused this brave 
soldier to breathe his last The charge of Sepov Dashrath 
hiad 5 uxxceded in dislodging thic terrorists from their prepared 
poisiitions, and prevented further cusualti'es amongJit the

and Kiashmir. In tbe enduing encouter, after a Non Com- 
missioned Officer was linjurcd, Subedar Chain Lai took ihe 
initiative and rushed towards the terrorists through n narrow 
terrain. He was pinned down by their accurate and effective 
fire* and sustained injuries. However hr refus<^ to be 
evacuated, and instead exhorted hw men to maintain pres¬ 
sure on the oriminnls. The operation wa^ Ruccesjful. and two 
terroriirffc’ were killed. Subedar Chain Lai succumbed to his 
iniuries while being cvHcunted to hospital by hoUcopter. 

Subedar Chiiiu Lai laid down hi.s life in leading hh men 
unmindful of his personal safety and undaunted bv terrorist 
fire.

On the llth November, 1992 Wing Commandci Viman 
Kumar Arora, the Commanding officer (CO), Squadron 
Tender Anil Kunuir Gupta and Sergeant Ramesh Chund, 
fli^t Gunner were ou the Helicopter flight cnlrusteJ 
with the tusk of providing logistics support to fiic Oil and 
Natural Gas Commiadon at Bombay High. 


On the Lpetuirn flight, due to la ^riou-s emergency while the 
helicopter 'vas still over the sea. Wing Commander Arora 
decided to land on the ncaiest available platform. Suddenly 
the helicopter experienced total loss of power and crashed 
into the sea. The cockpit was immediately flooded, Wing 
(.'ommauder Arora managed to make good his escaps from 
the rapidly ginkinc helicopter. He was soun follow^ bv 
ScFuadron Lender Gupta. In the moan while Sergeant Ramesh 
Chand had p/epared the passengers for a quick exit on 
impact. He threw out the dingy res .'ooii ns the helicopter 
hit the water, but it was piishcd back. Sergeant Ramesh 
Chand, with total disregard to personal safety, assisted 
seven to eight passengers /n getting out of the sinking 
helicopter. He abandoned the helicopt'^r nnly w'hen the water 
had reached upon h's neck. 

In the meanwhile Wi:m Commander Aiora. saw a passen- 
ner struggling for Ju'jf life. He swam across to help him. In 
n state of piinic, the nnssenver strugclcd and tried to push 
Wing Commander Arora under the water, in this process 
causing injuries him despite Ibis, Wine Commandor 

Aiojri persisted with hi:^ efforts, .and was able to save the 
passenger froiu diowuhig. Thereafter he spettrd another 
pa^senaer stmcpliiig for survival, and swam acH>s'-- to sup¬ 
port him till help arrived. 

On emerging bom the cockpit. ^Saaadron ! coder Gupta 
had nolked a passenger shouting for help. Whilest trying to 
keep afloat. He swam across and provided the needed help, 
thus ensuring the passenger’s survival. He then observed that 
the Hight Engineer, the forth crew member, was injured 
Oifid in danner. Unmindful of his own safety. Squadron 
Leader Gupta swam across to the Flight Engineer and 
assisted him to stay afloat.

On the 13t)h November, 1992 while searching for terrorists 
in Jammu and Kashmir Haviadiar Bhim S»ingh land his section 
came under 'heavy fire from terrorists w'ho wierc occupying a 
dominaiting position behind some boulders. Havildar Bhim 
Singh successfully extricated his section, without any loss. 

On the 14th November, 1992 H'avildar Bhiim Singh aJong- 
with his section, volitnitecred to tackle these terrorists, hiding 
behind boulders in a (th'ckly wooded area, from a diiflerent 
direcir'ion. Whiile doing so he spotted three terrxjrifits whome 
he pinned down, and succeeded in killinig two of them. He 
then mJoved forward with h’s section, and began approaching 
the cliff where the third lerroriLst w-as suspected to be hiding. 
The terrorist opened fire on H'uvildiur Bhim Singh from a 
dlistance of ha rely 25 metres. H'avildar B-him Singh received 
multiple bullet iniuries on his left shoulder and arm.

CEffective da'c of the award : 26‘th November, 1992) 


On the 26th November. 1992, Flight Lieutenant Anurana 
Saluja was authorised to fly in a two aircrif[ p u dlcl quirlcr 
attack sortie. Durina ‘he sortie, he no'ced wirnin^ lights 
tor bo% hvdraulic systems coming “ON'', Though the pres¬ 
sure indicited normal, he experienced severe longitudinal 
oscillations which were violent enough to warrant abnnd^ninc 
of the airc^af^ by resorting to ejcc'ion. Instead, he exhibited 
great professt onal and presence of mind in endeavouring 
to cen ral the airc’Mft. He then experienced temporary 
radio fiilinc, trim failure, abnormal posidon of the cone 
sysem resuming in loss of eng'nc thrust, and tachogencrator 
malfunction, giv'ng inaccurate engine ^wer vettings, Soon 
after, he no‘iced the main pneumatic failure, which meant 
that maximum ra^e braking, direcdorual control and taildhu^e 
operalou on landimg, would not be available. 

As a result of these mtilitiplc emergencies, the aircraft could 
have gone out of contiroL or exploded and crashed at any 
moment. The situation warranted ejection by the pilo'. 
Fligh' Lieutenant Saluja however, did not eject and invead 
handled all the emergencies m 'a most comnetent manner. He 
Tccovered the airorait. and landed it safely, at grcfat risk to 
his own life. Flight Lieutenant Saluja not only succeeded in 
^ving a valuable aircraft, bout also was able to provide vital 
evidence during investigations which could go a long way 
^ imstitut'ng remedial measuTes for the future. 

Plight Lieutenant Anurama Saluja, demonstrated technical 
akill, professional competence and great valour In dealing 
with the emergencies.

During house to house searches, Havildar Raksh 
Pal Singh entered a house with three Other Ranks, to con¬ 
duct a search. At this time n dreaded terrorist opened fire 
on the search party from a well concealed hideout Hevildar 
Raksh Pal Sinub suffered a gun shot wound on bis stomach 
in the first burst of fii'*e from the AK-56 assault riPe of the 
terrorist.

On the 2fith December 1992, Naik Jhalman Dass was de¬ 
tailed as commandre of a link parly between Darshak and 
^ jj Sdichen. At about 9 PM a massive avalanche 

suddenly came down the vertical ice wall and took with it the 
entire link party 

Though all the persons were buried under snow, Naik 
Jhalman Dass did not panic, but instead exhibiting cool 
courage and strdng nerves, cxtrlcrted himself from the snow. 
He then cH’-vltid lo his collenpiies buried under the snow and 
started clearing the snow with his bare hands. The rescue 
party offered him first a'rl I'ut be refu-- ^ -dd and directed 
all men to condnue the rescue operation In the mean time 
Naik fhalman Dass died of exposure, extreme cold, and third 
degree fiost bite bcside<i fractuie of femur bones of both his 
legs. 

Displaying cxccnrional coinage, and maintaining the highest 
psifions of the Indian Army Nail: Jhalman dass laid down 
is life in order to save the lives of his fellow soldiers.

Leh Chalunka Road in Ladakh is a life line for the Indian 
troops deployed in the border areas of Siachen, Shvok etc. 
The tcmpt^rjriirc in thM area 'n winTr is about —40“ decree 
Celsius. On the 31st December 1992, Pioneer Bra} Bibarl 
alongwith Pioneer Chander Prakash was assisting the dozer 
operator in clearing the snow on this road Tn the operation 
of snow clearance, a huge snow avalanche slid from the rock 
and Pioneer Chander Prakash was buried upto his chest in 
snow from which situation he shouted for help Pioneer 
Hrai Bihari rushed down to rescue his colleague despite immi¬ 
nent danger to his own life. Displaying tremendous phvsical 
strength and exceptional courage, he succeeded in extricating 
his colleague upto the waist level. Suddenly another massive 
snow slide came down the rock face and swept Pioneer BraJ

On 7^th/26th February 1993 due to 
heavy rain and snow fall there were a number of landslides 
at various places. Despite severe constraints and the un¬ 
stable base at the site of the land slide, Shri Kurup deployed 
two dozers and allied resources and concentrated his efforts 
on clearing the slide so to quickly open the road for vehicu¬ 
lar traffic. While executing the work, Shri Kurup was trap¬ 
ped by the sudden fall of the vertical rock face carrying a 
large quantifv of debris, from which a rock fell directly on 
his neck, killing him instantly.

While 
clearing snow, the doziir started slipping down Ihc hill side 
as the retaining wall underneath the dozer had given wary, 
Sfiri Shiahzad Khan, displaying courage and skill brought the 
dozer under conirol, by manoeuvring it piopcrly and was 
thus 'able to save himself, and his two colleagues, besides 
the dozer itself.

Hizbul Mu)aihidecn and 
jamaijt'Ul-MLijahidocn, wi.th four Afghajnjs, were 
in the meeting. When the look out deployed by the terroiists 
opened intense fire with Universal Machine Guns and AK 
1 / 1 1cs, the brave officer, unmindful of his personal safety, 
charged at him. I'hiis unnerved the terrorist, one of whom was 
shot dead by Lieutenant Dhami in encounter. The brave 
officer then fired at the second terrorist, but the third hidin;:; 
nearby fired a Universal Machine Gun burst, which pierced 
the young officer’s chest. His men, motivated by their officer’s 
bravery, killed another terrorist and recovered a large quantity 
of arms and ammiinilion. 

Lieutenant Haijmder Pal Singh Dhami laid down his life 
in his fearless encounter with IcrronsN, conducted with no 
need for his personal safety.

The form and manner of communication of the result of 
the' examination to individual candidate shaU be decided by 
the Commission in its discretion and the Commission will not 
enter into correspondence with them regarding the result. 

11 . Success in the examination confers no right to selection 
unless the cadre authority is satisficxl, aflcr such enquiry as may 
be considered neoe^sary, that the Candidaic having rcj^ard to his 
conduct in siwic’, is suitable in all respect lor selection. 

Provided that the decsion as tro whether a particular candi¬ 
date recommended for selection the f oimniss.oa is not suit¬ 
able shail be taken in consult-pion w^ilh the Depart mem of 
Personnel fc Praininq.
